pump without gibs was better 
than 
one with gibs, as evidenced by the ac­ 
tion of all the leading 
manufacturers 
of the country in 
discarding 
gibs; 
that the engine was 
more 
powerful, 
larger, and in every way better than 
th** one originally thought. 
Me denied absolutely the story that 
the pump had been used in a Philadel­ 
phia machine and found not up to the 
rapacity required there.
